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Family displaced 
after chimney fire

AGAWAM — Though a Barry Street fam- 
ily is temporarily unable to return to their 
home following a fire there on Saturday 
evening, fire officials said a majority of the 
family’s belongings are “salvageable.” 

According to Agawam Deputy Fire Chief 
Alan Sirois, the fire started at 452 Barry St. 
just before 11 p.m. when the son of the hom- 
eowner (who wasn’t identified at presstime) 
started a fire in the downstairs fireplace, un- 
aware that the chimney was capped and un- 
der repair. Smoke and fire built up into the 
chimney flue and escaped into the attic of the 
home, which started an attic fire. 

Upon department arrival, fire was show- 
ing at the chimney and roofline. 


A total of 18 firefighters were able to get 
the fire quickly under control, Sirois said. 
The department remained on scene for less 
than two hours. 

The fire caused in excess of $100,000 in 
damage to the two-story home, including fire 
damage in the attic and water damage to the 
second floor. While the house is not livable, 
most of the belongings of the family are sal- 
vageable, Sirois said. 

Firefighters encountered no problems 
battling the fire and no one was injured, he 
said. 

West Springfield Fire Department provid- 
ed station coverage for Agawam Fire Head- 
quarters, but was quickly relieved. 

Additional information was not available 
at presstime. 


Sewer repair and clean-up 
costs still undetermined

AGAWAM - The extent of the clean-up 
costs associated with the raw sewage leak 
on Friday, March 18 is as yet unknown, al- 
though the town of Agawam has obtained 
approval from the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Revenue for an expenditure of up 
to $350,000. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen said on Thurs- 
day, March 31, that he expects to know the 
full cost by April 8. He is confident the fi- 
nal figure will be well below that ceiling, 
though he is still waiting for some of the 
bills to come in. 

The contractors involved in repair or 
clean-up work include Bruschi Brothers, 
of Ludlow, and McVac Ecotab of New Ha- 


ven, Conn. 

Louis Bruschi, of Bruschi Brothers, 
said earlier this week that his firm has not 
yet sent the town of Agawam a bill for its 
work, but “we are working on it now.” 
Bruschi Brothers was hired to work on the 
pipe repair, and to remove the backhoe. 
Their work on the site began the Monday 
morning after the incident and continued 
through that week, he said. 

Ongoing Investigation 

Town officials learned on March 18 of a 
sewage break on Meadow Street, at a line 
that conveys waste water to Bondi’s Island 
for treatment. During the course of their 
investigation, officials also learned of an 
abandoned backhoe at the scene. Given the 
ongoing police investigation into the mat-

Firefighters receive 


assistance grant

hen a driver is involved in a serious 
car crash, the difference between life 
and death can depend on how quickly he or 
she is removed from the damaged vehicle 
using extrication tools such as the Jaws of 
Life. Now, thanks to $89,280 in funding 
from the Department of Homeland Secu- 
rity Assistance to Firefight- 
ers Grant program, Agawam 
firefighters will be outfitted 
with new Jaws of Life equip- 
ment and two full-range heart 
monitor/defibrillators. 
According to U.S. Rep. 
Richard Neal, D-Springfield, 
who was on hand at the fire 
headquarters Monday, April 
4 to make the announcement 
of the grant award, the fed- 
eral share of the grant is 90

percent or $80,352 of the approved amount 
and the city share of the cost is 10 percent 
or $8,928. 

The grant will support the town’s first re- 
sponders in rendering emergency care in the 
field. 

According to Fire Chief Stephen Martin, 
the lifesaving heart monitor and defibril- 
lator will cost $32,000 each (for a total of 
$64,000), while the balance of the award 
will be put towards the Jaws of Life tools. 

The two defibrillators, Lifepak 15, will re- 
place two of the three Lifepak 12 paramedic 
level defibrillators currently used by the de- 
partment. The third Lifepak 12 will eventu- 
ally need to be replaced, Martin said. 

Additionally, the new Jaws of Life tech- 
nology will help the department free trapped 
drivers. The equipment currently being used 
by the department is over 20 years old, said 
Deputy Fire Chief Alan Sirois. 

The new equipment will be more efficient 
and offer more strength for cutting through 
newer car technology, said Martin. While 
cars today are lighter than they were 20 years 
ago, they are reinforced in the areas that 
emergency personnel have to cut through.

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Council approves local 
aid, animal control bylaws

AGAWAM -— The Agawam City Council 
unanimously approved a local aid resolution, 
new animal control bylaws, and gave quarterly 
updates on all their subcommittees at the Mon- 
day, April 4 meeting. 

The city council approved the new Chapter 
96, which are updated animal control bylaws 
that will conform to current and future state 
mandates for animal control. While the Ordi- 
nance Committee made a positive recommen- 
dation, Chairman Robert Magovern said he 
wished the state could use its time and resources 
more wisely. 

“Tt is a shame the state has nothing better to 
do than write up 11 pages of ‘legal-ese’ about 
dogs and cats,’ Magovern said about the new 
regulations. “But this will put us in line with 
what the state will mandate and we will only 
need to tweak it a bit.” 

Magovern, who prides himself as a fiscal 
conservative, said he did support the increase in 
fees because they are in line with many other 
surrounding communities. For spayed and neu- 
tered dogs, the yearly licensing fee will increase 
from $4 to $10. 

“T encourage people to get their dogs licensed 
before this goes into effect,” said Magovern. 

City councilors have already approved a shel- 
ter agreement between the town and the City of 
Westfield. They also approved spending $9,700 
for the start-up costs to add kennels and other 
equipment to house Agawam’s dogs. 

Magovern thanked Agawam Police Lt. Eric 
Gillis for all his work on the shelter agreement 
and the bylaw revisions. 

The council supported member George Bit- 
zas’ letter to State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga lob- 
bying for a local aid resolution that will help 
cities and towns better plan their budgets as they 
head toward the next fiscal year. 

Often towns and cities are handicapped by 
waiting for numbers from the State House.

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Though the governor’s numbers came out at the 
end of January, they are often changed when 
they go through the legislature. Those changes 
are not usually made official until late May, 
when local budgets are due to be finalized. 

The local aid resolution will set a minimum 
dollar amount that towns will receive from the 
state level. Bitzas is leading a charge to support 
the resolution, and sent a letter to 20 other com- 
munities asking them to write their state repre- 
sentation. 

Subcommittee reports from the first quarter 
were also given Monday night. 

City Council Vice-President Robert Rossi 
said the Licensing Committee met a few times 
during the beginning of the year and all car, li- 
quor, entertainment, and amusement licenses 
were approved for 2011 without incident. 

“We have no outstanding license at this time,” 
Rossi said. 

The public safety committee has met once 
and will be revisiting the off-street Six Flags 
parking issue. 

“We are going to be looking at making an or- 
dinance for this so residents will have something 
to work with,” said Safety Committee Chairman 
James Cichetti. 

The Finance Committee had two meetings 
cancelled during the first quarter due to lack of 
information and lack of ability to discuss issues 
with the voted-down union contracts, Chairman 
John Walsh said. He reported other transfers, 
including one for the shelter agreement and 
one for council professional services budget 
received positive recommendations from the 
committee. 

Rossi gave an update on the sewer project, 
reporting Phase I is nearly complete and un- 
der budget. He said Phase II will be underway 
shortly. 

Several other committees did not meet dur- 
ing the first quarter, including the Community 
Preservation Committee, Personnel, Recre- 
ation, Master Plan, and Industrial Relations due 
to lack of business to discuss.

Anderson awarded at 


anniversary celebration

AGAWAM - Over the last 35 years, mem- 
bers of the Agawam Rotary Club have seen 
their small club build from the ground up to 
become a respected organization in town. 
And at an anniversary celebration held at 
Casa Di Lisa on March 30, Rotarian and 
Agawam City Councilor Robert Magovern 
presented the history of the club, which 
boasts “service above self.” 

Rotarians were honored at the dinner, in- 
cluding Judith Anderson, who received the 
Paul Harris Award, which is given to honor 
residents who have given back to the com- 
munity. The award is one of the top honors 
the Rotary Club offers. 

Anderson, who is a member of the Aga- 
wam Historical Commission, was recog- 
nized for her tireless work on many histori- 
cal projects in town. Most notably, Anderson 
led the very tough and arduous task of re- 
storing and preserving the Thomas Smith 
House in Feeding Hills. 

“Tt is clear Judy’s main passion is early 
American history with a particular interest 
in the 1700s and 1800s,” a program about 
Anderson states. “She jumped at the chance 
to be the project manager for the Thomas 
Smith House, which was in great disrepair. 
Today, with her efforts, the house has been 
saved and is a tribute to farm life back in the 
1700s.” 

Anderson is a master gardener and is also 
a member of the Agawam Community Art- 
ists. She enjoys painting birds and has re- 
ceived several awards for her artwork. 

A humbled Anderson thanked the Rotary 
Club, but said it takes the entire communi- 
ty to make projects like the Thomas Smith 
house happen.

this,” said Anderson. “But like any other 
project, it takes a lot of people and the sup- 
port of this community to do these things.” 

The Smith House had its grand opening 
last summer. 

In honoring Anderson, the common theme 
of history was on display at the anniversary 
dinner. Magovern shared much of the his- 
tory of the club’s roots going back to 1975 
and even the program for the event featured 
copies of earlier programs. 

The first Agawam Rotary Club meeting 
was held Oct. 16, 1975 at the First Baptist 
Church. At the time, only interested men 
were invited to join. The charter members, 
Rev. Don Morris, David DeLancy, and Da- 
vid Ladizki, started the Agawam group as a 
spinoff of the West Springfield Rotary Club. 

When the first meeting was held, a Dis- 
trict Governor explained what Rotary is and 
what it is supposed to accomplish. 

Since that time, Agawam Rotary has been 
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growing and continues to welcome new 
members. Members participate in many dif- 
ferent community service projects, includ- 
ing the annual Easter Egg Hunt, which will 
be held at School Street Park on April 16. 
They also put on the annual Harvest Fair in 
the fall, exposing the town to several local 
vendors and organizations. 

One of the core missions of the original 
Rotary International was the extermination 
of polio, Magovern said. 

Rotary Clubs worldwide have been col- 
lecting money through their fundraisers to 
donate polio vaccines. To this day, just four 
countries still have cases of polio reported, 
all located in the Middle East. The disease 
has been otherwise eradicated in the rest of 
the world. 

Members of the Agawam club were joined 
by leadership from the West Springfield Ro- 
tary Club and everyone received commemo- 
rative glasses for attending the event.

Where will their next 
meal come from? 


Ihe Food Bank of Western Massachu- 

setts and Feeding America, the nation’s 
largest domestic hunger relief organization, 
paint a frightening portrait of who is going 
hungry in America. It might not be who you 
think. 

According to their study “Map the Meal 
Gap,” most families struggling with food 
insecurity include at least one employed 
adult. Because of that, these families do not 
qualify for federal assistance like SNAP 
(food stamps) or WIC (Women, Infants and 
Children). In Western Massachusetts, the 
study finds that 12.8 percent of the popula- 
tion, or 105,980 people, are “food insecure,” 
meaning that, at times, they lack access to 
adequate amounts of food for all members 
of their household. Roughly 38 percent of 
these residents do not qualify for federal 
nutrition programs, which means they often 
rely on food assistance from local pantries. 

“Is it acceptable that Americans can’t af- 
ford to feed themselves through no fault of 
their own when there aren’t enough jobs or 
because the cost of living has outstripped 
minimum-wage incomes?” asks The Food 
Bank Executive Director Andrew More- 
house. 

No, it’s not acceptable. 

The U.S. Census Bureau released its re- 
sults for the 2010 census, revealing that 6 
percent of individuals living in Agawam 
had incomes at the poverty level. A total of 
6 percent of related children under 18 were 
below the poverty level, compared with 
8 percent of people 65 years old and over. 
Four percent of all families and 18 percent 
of families with a female householder and 
no husbands present had incomes below the 
poverty level. The good news for these resi- 
dents and families, if you can call it “good 
news,” is that they likely qualify for federal 
assistance.

Other possibilities 
to raise funds 


To the editor: 

I must disagree with your March 31 opin- 
ion column castigating Agawam teachers for 
not giving up | percent of their salaries for 
the coming fiscal year. When a school system 
budget is level funded, as ours has been for 
the past three years (and as again proposed 
for the coming year), it means there are less 
resources, so our teachers and school system 
have already given back considerably. 

There are other possibilities for raising 
funds. In addition to taking more money from 
the free cash or stabilization funds, we might: 

1. Request salary givebacks from the high- 
est paid town employees. For example, those 
earning from $60,000 to $80,000 give back 1 
percent of their pay; over $80,000 to $90,000, 
2 percent; over $90,000 to $100,000, 3 per- 


cent; and those making over $100,000 give- 
back 4 percent (more fair than taking money 
from lower earners). 

2. Hire a grant writer to research and write 
grants to benefit the town in all possible ar- 
eas. 

3. Establish a tax deductible gift fund for 
the Agawam Public Schools, similar to those 
for the Agawam Emergency Fuel Assistance 
Fund, or the School Street Barn Gift Fund. 

4. Increase or add to town fees, for example, 
increase fees for certified birth and death certif- 
icates, or even add a trash removal fee (which 
could provide the extra benefit of increasing 
recycling, thus bringing in more revenue). 

5. Consider a relatively small property tax 
increase - perhaps an additional $50 or $75 per 
household for the year. 

The essential point is that our schools are 
an incredibly important asset for our town. 
They are what keep our real estate values up, 
but more importantly they educate our chil- 


dren who are our future, and the future of our 
country. 

Of particular concern to me in your opinion 
column was the question, “And what about 
those seniors on fixed incomes who don’t 
even have children enrolled in the school de- 
partment?” 

I am a senior, retired 10 years, on a fixed 
income that goes less far each year, and have 
never had a child in the Agawam Public 
Schools. But someone else paid when I at- 
tended public schools and it is absolutely my 
turn to do the same for others. 

I again urge that the entire budget for the 
town of Agawam be put online, in a manner 
readily understood by an average resident, 
so we can all be clear about what is needed, 
planned, and possible.

Though 
the Cupboard has been around for about 20 
years, many people in the community do not 
realize the impact it has on a daily basis. 

Two programs are offered through the 
Cupboard — emergency groceries on a 
monthly basis for individuals in need who 
can show residency, and the daily hot lunch 
program, which is served to anyone in need 
in the dining room. Currently, there are 496 
households in West Springfield and Agawam 
receiving the monthly grocery support and 
the dining room serves about 20 people each 
day for lunch. 

Please remember, hunger doesn’t take a 
holiday, so consider making food donations 
to the Cupboard off-holiday. 

In this economy, many families are strug- 
gling, some more than others. If you can 
help, help.

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High school meets 
challenge to ‘Go Green’

AGAWAM - Students and staff at Aga- 
wam High School are looking to conserve 
energy and create awareness of green en- 
ergy initiatives thanks to a recent national 
campaign. 

The school recently participated in the 
Green Cup Challenge, a campaign to raise 
energy conservation and climate change 
awareness by challenging schools to re- 
duce their electricity use and greenhouse 
gas emissions for the month of February. 
This marks the first time the school has par- 
ticipated in the event. Agawam’s goal was 
to meet the challenge’s 7 percent energy 
reduction rate. The high school decimated 
that goal with a 27.5 percent reduction, 
which reduced carbon dioxide emissions 
by over 35,000 pounds. 

Faculty advisors Anne Marley and Nan- 
cy Bobskill oversaw a team of students, 
which included Ted Dobek, Caitlin Allen, 
Brittany Luvera, and Emerson Campbell 
among others, who decided to enter the 
school in the national challenge. They be- 
gan by creating and submitting a video to 
the Green Cup Challenge. Dobek, a senior, 
produced the film, which can be viewed on 
the challenge’s website. The video includ- 
ed scenes of students and staff demonstrat- 
ing ways that energy could be recycled at 
the school. 

Staff then spoke with students prior to 
the challenge to discuss ways that energy 
could be conserved, such as turning off 
lights during times when classrooms were 
not in use and cutting down on waste. Mar- 
ley says they spent time educating the stu- 
dents and faculty and getting them excited 
about the upcoming challenge. 

“We had an activity period beforehand 
to discuss what we were trying to do and 
how we were going to go about it. Teach- 
ers were encouraged to turn off their class- 
room lights when the rooms weren’t in 
use. Students were encouraged to cut down 
on waste, recycle, and look for ways they 
could conserve around the school. Then we 
were all reminded about it in the daily an- 
nouncements,” said Marley. 

The group was astounded at the change 
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they were able to make. Marley credits the 
huge energy savings on several factors in- 
cluding a new digital meter for the school 
and four snow days during the month of 
February. 

“We got a new meter on the school, 
and that had to be more accurate. We also 
had four days where the building was not 
in use due to snow days. But we made 
other changes such as turning off unnec- 
essary lights and switching from plastic 
lunch trays, which required hot water to be 
cleaned, to disposable trays,” said Marley. 

The first interschool Green Cup Chal- 
lenge was held in 2006 between Phillips 
Exeter Academy, Northfield Mount Her- 
mon, and Lawrenceville School. This year’s 
challenge had over 120 schools participat- 
ing, and Agawam’s results were in the top 5 
percent, with only two schools nationwide 
showing a larger reduction. 

Marley said that while it was exciting to 
see how students and staff rose to the oc- 
casion and competed so well in the chal- 
lenge, it is more impressive to see how the 
challenge has impacted the school going 
forward. 

“It’s carried over and that’s the biggest 
thing,” said Marley. “We’re changed from 
it. It has brought a consciousness to the 
building that we did not have before, and 
sO we are continuing to conserve energy 
going into the future, which is really what 
the program is all about.”

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Barking for a park: residents look to bring new recreation to town

AGAWAM — If the collective voice of lo- 
cal dog lovers carries any weight, there may 
be a new kind of recreation area in Agawam: 
a dog park. 

A group of nearly 40 residents and town 
officials — including many dog owners — met 
Tuesday, April 5 at Agawam Public Library 
to discuss the possibility of bringing an off- 
leash dog park to the town. The group, led by 
Agawam resident Scott Milliken and his 11- 
year-old daughter, Elizabeth, discussed pos- 
sible locations for and benefits of dog parks. 

“T love to play with my dog and other 
dogs,” said Elizabeth, a fifth grade student at 
Roberta G. Doering School. She and her fa- 
ther often travel to Granby, Conn., or Wind- 
sor, Conn., to utilize dog parks there with 
their soft-coated wheaten terrier, Finn. 

According to Milliken, the dogs at the 
parks he’s visited are confined to an area 
where they can play together off-leash. The 
parks provide the dogs with a way to expel 
energy and socialize with other dogs while 
their owners are able to meet other dog lov- 
ers. 

The idea began in December when Mil- 
liken attended a Community Preservation 
Act Committee meeting about the develop- 
ment of phase II of School Street Park. At 
that meeting, he broached the possibility of 
bringing a dog park to town. 

“The School Street Park would be the per- 
fect place to incorporate a dog park,” he said, 
adding, “It would be more economically fea- 
sible to do something with a property like 
that.” 

Since December, Milliken has been re- 
searching what it would take to bring a park 
to Agawam and decided to hold an informa- 
tional meeting to garner the public’s interest 
and figure out where to go from there. 

He developed a mission statement for the 
dog park, which he read to the audience. 

The park, he said, would be a place 
“where well-behaved canine citizens can 
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exercise in a clean, safe environment with- 
out endangering property or wildlife.” 
Additionally, Milliken said the park would 
promote education, training and recreation- 
al activities that facilitate responsible dog 
ownership and well-behaved dogs through 
the use of volunteers and the support of the 
community. 

He stressed the community aspect of the 
project. In order to have a successful dog 
park, the volunteers would need to work 
with the town. 

“This does have to be a collaborative ef- 
fort,” he said, adding the biggest hurdle the 
group would have to jump would be the cost 
of fencing. He estimated to fence a one-acre 
area would cost about $25,000. 

At those parks he’s visited, Milliken said 
there are rules associated with the park and 
that dog owners tend to follow those rules. 

River Road resident Anne Legrand said 
she sent a letter to the Parks and Recreation 
two years ago looking at the possibility of 
putting a dog park in School Street Park. She 
said her proposal was met with encourage- 
ment until she went before the conservation 
commission. 

“They didn’t like the proposal,” she said. 

Milliken surmised that their reason was 
because the area she was looking at was des- 
ignated for drainage. 

But Milliken wouldn’t let prior decisions 
impact his current goal of getting volunteer 
support for a future park. 

“T love the idea of going out and playing 
with my dog, but I’m not well-versed in the 
legalities. That’s why I wanted to have this 
meeting,” he said. 

Once a group of dedicated volunteers 
is formed, meetings can be arranged with 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen, Community Pres- 
ervation Act committee and the parks and 
recreation department to determine if there’s 
any feasibility to the project. 

Milliken has compiled a list of open space 
in town, but said he would pick School Street 
Park as his first option. 

City Councilor Jill Messick said the idea

of a dog park has been floating around for a 
while. She commended Milliken for taking 
the initiative to research a park. 

“These things tend to happen when some- 
one gets a lead and gets a group together,” 
she said. “The fact that you’re doing this is a 
great first step.” 

Messick suggested Milliken and anyone 
else interested in bringing a dog park to Aga- 
wam write to the mayor, the city council and 
the parks and recreation department to show 
their support. 

Henry Kozloski, chairman of the town’s 
Community Preservation Act Committee, 
said CPA funding is set aside for open space 


and recreation and that his organization is 
charged with spending those funds appropri- 
ately. He encouraged the audience to attend 
the April 27 CPA meeting at 6:30 p.m. at the 
Agawam Public Library to let the committee 
know if a dog park is, in fact, a desire of the 
townspeople. 

“They do listen to what the people want,” 
Kozloski said. “These meetings are very im- 
portant. If people in town want something 
like this, you need to fight for it.”

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ter, both town and state officials were cau- 
tious this week about making any comment 
about the possible ownership of the backhoe, 
or the sort of penalties and charges to which 
the incident might lead. 

According to Christopher Golba, superin- 
tendent of the Department of Public Works, 
“We had to pump the sewage from the Main 
Street Pump Station wet well which holds 
35,000 gallons into a number of 6,000 gallon 
tanker trucks, which then made the trip to 
Bondi’s Island where it could be processed,” 
because the 10- and 20-inch force mains 
were shut down for roughly 40 hours. 

Regular flow was restored by early 
Wednesday, March 23. 

Golba is confident that the damage to 
the area is localized, because there is a lot 
of overgrowth around the spill. It was only 
the 10-inch pipe that was broken, not the 20- 
inch pipe also at the site. The backhoe was 
very close to the latter, Golba said, so the 
town was fortunate the larger pipe was not 
also ruptured. 

Removal of the stranded backhoe itself 
proved delicate, Golba said. 

“To get the excavator out safely took us 


the whole day,” he said. “We had to do it as 
gingerly as possible, to avoid doing any fur- 
ther damage.” 

City Responsible 

The town is responsible for the payment of 
contractors’ bills, though when responsible 
parties are identified it may be in a position 
to seek reimbursement. 

Golba was in charge at the clean-up site, 
a wetlands area near the Westfield River, al- 
though a representative of the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection 
was also there. The DEP, Golba said, is a 
regulatory agency, and it was there for con- 
sultation; it was the city DPW that had the 
primary responsibility. The U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) was also 
informed of the incident at the time that it 
happened. 

Bruschi Brothers was the company respon- 
sible for work on an earlier Agawam sewer- 
main rupture. In 2008 a main that crossed the 
Westfield River broke. That proved to require 
a more elaborate repair job than last month’s 
Meadow Street break. The 2008 rupture was 
repaired in a four-month job that required a 
total appropriation of $700,000.

Firearms qualification training 
course slated for May 7 


SOUTHWICK - Jim Markowski, of Ad- 
vanced Tactics and Firearms, will host a 
firearms qualification training course for 
all retired federal, state and local law en- 
forcement officers, Saturday, May 7 at the 
Agawam Revolver Club, 288 Feeding Hills 
Road, Route 57, at 8 a.m. 

Markowsk1 is a retired special agent with 
the Bureau of ATF. He also served as the 
director, Law Enforcement Department for 
Colt Defense LLC and was the lead tactical 
and firearms instructor. He will be assisted 
by Mark Poirier, a local law enforcement of- 
ficer well known in the greater Springfield 
area. 

The firearms qualification course and re- 
fresher training is mandated by both federal 
and state law. The initial phase of the train- 
ing will be a classroom portion consisting of 
firearms safety, proper carrying and handling 
of firearms, knowledge of the provisions of 
the Law Enforcement Officers Safety Act of 
2004 (H.R. 218) and the LEOSA Improve- 
ments Act (S.1132), effective Oct. 12, 2010. 

All attendees will then proceed to the 
indoor range for the firearms qualification 
course, which will consist of 50 rounds. 
There will be total of four stages — Stage 
1 will fire 15 rounds at the three-yard line; 
Stage 2 will be 20 rounds at the five-yard 
line; Stage 3 will be 10 rounds at the seven- 
yard line; and Stage 4 will be 5 rounds at the 
10-yard line. There are no time limits for any 


of the stages. If anyone is concerned with 
the ability to qualify on this course, bring a 
total of 100 rounds as individuals will only 
be permitted to fire the course a total of two 
times. 

Attendees will be required to bring the 
handgun of choice — pistol or revolver, the 
required number of rounds for the qualifica- 
tion course and belt holster. If firing a pis- 
tol, bring a magazine pouch and a total of 
three magazines and eye and ear protection. 
Attendees will also be required to bring a 
copy of a current/valid Massachusetts Li- 
cense to Carry Firearms (Pistol Permit); a 
copy of his/her official retired LEO ID card; 
a stamped, addressed envelope bearing the 
address of the individual’s former agency as 
a copy of the issued certification needs to be 
sent to the agency of record. 

Attendees will also be required to com- 
plete and sign the state mandated Retired 
LEO Application for Firearms Certification, 
which will be provided at the training. 

Upon successful completion of the fire- 
arms qualification course, the retired LEO 
will receive a signed LEOSA Training and 
Qualification Card certificate reflecting the 
signature of the instructor; the date the course 
was completed and the expiration date (one 
year from date of completion). The cost for 
this training is $50.

The Sunday School students of First Bap- 
tist Church, in Agawam, recently joined 
together to raise money to help purchase a 
baby goat (kid) for families in Haiti. The pro- 
gram, which was sponsored by the American 
Baptist Association of Massachusetts, gave 
children an opportunity to help children in 
need. 

Haitian children under the age of 18 that 
would like a goat receive one, which is pur- 
chased by the church at a local animal auc- 
tion. The cost per goat is $50. The Haitian 
children must agree to give their goat’s first 
two female offspring to the church “goat 
committee” to pass on to the other children 
in the church. 


This project will make it possible for doz- 
ens of Haitian children to attend school. Sell- 
ing one goat enables a Haitian family to pay 
the cost for one child to attend grade school 
for one semester, including school fees, a 
uniform and books, pencils and paper. Under 
ideal conditions, 10 goats could become 400 
goats in five years. 

The purchase price of $50 might seem like 
a lot for one child. But by working together, 
the kids at First Baptist Church raised a to- 
tal of $160.75 for the project. The children 
brought their change and encouraged their 
parents and grandparents to do the same. 
Before they knew it, they had raised enough 
money to purchase three goats.
